SAN ANTONIO, Tex., March 1R—A

There is a milk fam- 
ine in thé city, as there is no food for 
the cows. On March 8 there was enough 
coal to run the brewery, electric Hghts 
and street railway two or three weeks. 

Alarmed by the impending outbreak 
in the northeastern corner of the repub- 
licy thé Mexican Government has under- 
taken to station rurales in some of-the 
principal towns of Coahyila, Neuvo. 
Leon and Tamaulipas inf an effort to 
prevent’an uprising of the miners and 
ranchmeh, who are known to be armed 
and ready to join the revolution. 

Four car loads of small arms ‘and 
ammunition are now on their way to 
Mexican border points consigned from 
New York to dealers on’ the ,American 
side of the boundary.

Here is some 
further advice he gave, in an inter- 
View Saturday with a Post-Dispatca re- 
porter: Sy 

A hatchet or knife is a hetter 
weapon in a fight than a revolver. 
If the man with a revolver misses 
the first shot, the man with the 
hatchet ‘usually has him at his mer- 
cy. 

A dog is a better safeguard against 
burglars than locks and guns. When 
the dog barks, the burglar will leave 
if he can get away. 

Light Is a Warning. 

A light, however dim, burning in 
the house, safeguards against bur- 
glars. Seldom will a burglar go de- 
liberately into a house where there 
is a light. ; 
» Leek your house securely on 
stormy nights. A burglar knows he 
can Work best when he Is protected 
by the noise of the storm outside. 

The best fastening for a window is 
a strong nail in the middle of the 
upper frame. Bore a hole with a 
gimlet through the top frame of the 
lower windew in the middie, and 
half-way through the lower frame 
of the upper window. Push a nail 

, In the hole. It will hold the window 
securely. “No burglar can pass it 
unless he breaks the window. <A 
burglar can release nails in either 
end of the. window with a wire. 

When a burglar enters your house 
he expects to shoot his way out, if 
necessary. He will not hesitate to 
kill you if you get between _ and 
the path to liberty. 

Burgiare Big Cowards. . 

A burglar is the biggest ¢oward on 
earth if you get the drop on him. 
Keep your revolver beside the bed, 
-on a chair (not under your pillow), 
so you can get it quickly. - Almost 
any burglar will get the drop on you 
while your hand goes under a pillow 
for a pistol. 

A small chain protector on each 
door opening outside is the best 
doorlock. A burglar can open locks 
and slide back bolts, but he is 
blocked by the chain, _—_..

_If you discover a burglar in the 
room, keep quiet, unless you can get 
the drop on him. Then shoot to kill.

Women who are active in the
